Construction of Locust and Willow Avenues again will 
be sought by the Jeffersontown City Council. 

This time, the work may be done under terms oi a new 
state law which permits construction of streets under a dif- 
ferent financing method. 

Last year, contractors refused to bid on similar work 
under the customary cost-per-foot method. This procedure, 
however, was not outlawed in 
the new financing method as 
approved by the 1956 regular 
session of the General As- 
sembly. 

Under terms of the new law, 
cost of such improvements can 
be charged against property own- 
ers on the basis of assessed val- 
uation and municipalities may 
sell revenue bonds to cover the 
cost. Benefitted property owners 
would be assessed annually, not 
to exceed 20 years, until the 
bonds are retired. 

A delay in the construction pro- 
posal is foreseen, however. Val- 
idity of the new law is expected 
to be attacked in the courts. The 
City of Danville, it was reported, 
already has made plans to make , 
such a legal move. 

In the event the law is upheld, I 
it is likely that a long range con- ' 
struction program will be under- ' 
taken in Jeffersontown, city of- 1 
ficials reported.

Supplied By Southern Hi Student 



Operation of the Future Home- 
makers of America program and 
the opportunities offered grow- 
ing girls were cited Thursday by 
Miss Elinor Fischer, a student 
at Southern High School, who is 
working toward the state F.H.A. 
degree. Miss Fischer wrote: 

What is F.H.A.? 

"No doubt you have seen these 
initials used somewhere. F.H.A., 
or Future Homemakers of Amer- 
ica for which the initials stand, 
is an organization composed of 
high school girls enrolled in home 
economics. The Future Homemak- 
ers organization is not only a lo- 
cal or school club, but a national 
organization. 

"The national organization is 
broken down into regions com- 
posed of 10-12 states. The Ken- 
tucky association is composed of 
11 districts and each district hat 
15-30 chapters, holds two district 
meetings each year and elects of- 
ficers same as the state does. 

"The Louisville district has 29 
chapters with 1,388 members. The 
district meeting for spring will 
be held April 21 at Eminence 
High School at Eminence, 
The fall meeting is to 
chapter officers in their duties for 
the coming year. The spring 
meeting is held for the purpose 
of electing and installing the dis- 
trict officers for the coming year. 

"The annual state meeting will 
be held, as usual, on one of the 
state college campuses. This year 
it will be June 4-6 at Eastern 
State College at Richmond. 

"Some of the activities of the 
F.H.A. girls are services to the 
home, school, and community. 
Some services to the community 
are helping with fund raising 
campaigns, helping at hospitals, 
and supervising community rec- 
reation centers. School services 
include nurseries during P.-T.A., 
serving at teacher's and athletic 
banquets, helping in the sick- 
room, and maintaining a teach- 
ers lounge. Home services are 
carried out in the form of home 
projects in connection with the 
broader Home Economics pro- 

"One of the most vital parts of 
the F.H.A. program is providing 
wholesome individual and group 
recreation. Daddy-date night, 
Mother-daughter banquet, dances, 
and parties are just a few of the 
many activities. 

"The whole F.H.A. program is 
a broad one. It provides a chance 
for girls to grow as an individual, 
a home member, and a school and 
community member as she works 
towards a degree in the degree 
program. There are three degrees: 
Junior, Chapter, and State. Each 
degree growing progressively 
harder and requiring more time 
and work to obtain. It is quite an 
honor and requires more work 



to obtain a state degree. There are 
four goals and five requirements 
for obtaining this degree. 

"This is just a little bit about 
the work and activities of F.H.A. 
It is a growing and working club 
for girls interested in Home Eco- 
nomics and wishing to become 
a "bigger and better" individual."

PRIVATE ENTERPRISE CAN DO IT RETTER 

Work is about to be completed on the big Clifty Creek 
power plant at Madison, Indiana. It is being built, and 
will be operated, by the Ohio Valley Electric Corporation. 
The cost is approximately $400,000,000. 

While this is the largest power producing plant ever 
built at one time, it has but one customer, the Atomic En- 
ergy Commission plant in Ohio. Something of the magni- 
tude of the generating capacity may be understood in 
knowing that it is producing more electricity than is used 
by the entire city of New York. 

No, it isn't being built by the federal government, in 
spite of the fact that we have been told that only govern- 
ment is capable of undertaking these biggest type power 
systems. This plant is being built bv, and is being operated 
now, jointly by fifteen electric firms, two of which are 
Kentucky companies. The financing is by private money, 
voluntarily invested, with no taxpayer subsidies. 

This means that heavy taxes will be collected on what- 
ever earnings the enterprise makes. This would not be the 
case if it were government owned and operated. Taxes 
are what keep the government in position to supply such 
services as ;ire appropriate to governmental functions.

Employment of Kentuckians en- 
gaged in manufacturing and se- 
lected non-manufacturing lines 
exclusive of construction, totalled 
575,700 persons in January, com- 
pared with 596,500 for December 
1955, the Department of Econ- 
omic Security reported.

The odd thing about 
all this is that, right in the midst 
of some program, with no slant 
towards old times, there will pop 
into my memory some phrase 
right out of those classic hymns. 

Isaac Watts, William Cowper, 
John Newton, John and Charles 
Wesley of the older writers, and 
Fannv J. Crosbv. John Greenleaf 
Whittier, John Hughes of the lat- 
er ones, found us in our remote 
little comer of creation and in- 
terpreted for us some of the nob- 

ered. Of course, we mixed these 
nobler things with some pretty 
trifling stuff from the popular 
song books of the time and spent 
as much good time in memoriz- 
ing trash as in learning lasting 
poetry. 

Nobody told us when we were 
learning good or bad stuff. By 
some strange freak one of our 
twicc-a-week papers ran in the 
Thursday issue each week a 
whole double column of famous 
poems. The very appearance of 
this column intrigued me. I cut 
out dozens of poems, practically 
memorized whole pages of them, 
and saved them for a scrapbook 
that I still have. 

I thus met "Oft, in the Stilly 
Night," extracts from "Childe 
Harold's Pilgrimage," famous 
soliloquies from Shakespeare 
(Portia's "quality - of - mercy" 
speech, Hamlet's "To be or 
to be," Jaques's "All the world's 
a stage"), and shorter poems 
without number. Tell me that liv- 
ing away off on the edge of 
things puts one beyond cultural 
and worth-while things! If shut 
up in a prison or confined to 
my bed and without a chance to 
read a line, I could still rattle 
off good poetry for hours or days. 
Those rural teachers did a good 
job of this with many of us. 



CAN 
BE STOPPED ? 

In a Western city recently the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation 
trapped and took into custody 
another "Public Enemy," a gang- 
ster notorious for his record of 
crime. The FBI had tracked him 
down relentlessly, with the fullest 
backing of the American people. 
The gangster was a "lone wolf;" 
he always worked alone. He was 
a "Public Enemy" because of his 
criminal record and the fact that 
every day he remained at large 
he was a threat to the life and 
property of at least a few indi- 
vidual citizens. 

In the eyes of the American 
people this gunman was an out- 
law. His deeds might not have 
affected more than a half-dozen 
lives in his lifetime. But the only 
common-sense way to handle an 
outlaw threatening the safety of 
even a half-dozen people f 
take him out of circulation 
outlaw him. The American peo- 
ple agree on this. They under- 
stand the nature of a hardened 
criminal. 

Incredible Attitude 
Yet there is a great criminal 
conspiracy at work in America, 
dedicated irrevocably to the de- 
struction of everything we all 
hold dear, and we are permitting 
its thousands of highly trained 
agents all the freedom they need 
to carry out their missions. In 
addition, we are according the 
leaders of this world-wide con- 
spiracy courtesies, social pleasan- 
tries and even gestures of public 
respect. On the basis of irrefut- 
able facts our present relation- 
ship with this monstrous organi- 
zation of gangsters is incredible; 
it doesn't make sense. 

Communism is not likely 
stopped until the decent, free 
people of the world recognize its 
true nature and its uncomprom- 
ising objectives and get to work 
immediately out-lawing it, and 
firmly resisting its advance. The 
cunning leaders of international 
Communism know that the peo- 
ple of the world would do just 
that if they realized the full truth 
of Communism's nature and its 
aims. So they have conducted a 
world-wide propaganda campaign 
to confuse the minds of people 
and capitalize on normal human 
apathy. 

Too Unpleasant 

The normal human aversion to 
thinking about unpleasant things 
helps the Communists.

Did 
any man, or did God, have a pur- 
pose in bringing this event to 

""/ we ask. Why did Christ suf- 
fer? We can mean it in the first 
way mentioned just now. In that 
case, the answer is very easy to 
see, or the answers rather, for 
there was no one reason why he 
was crucified. Jesus suffered be- 
cause Pilate was a coward; if the 
governor had stood up for what 
he knew was right, Jesus might 
have been saved from an unjust 
sentence. Jesus suffered because 
the Pharisees were jealous and 
had found no other way of getting 
rid of their most troublesome crit- 
ic. He suffered because he was 
courageous; if Christ himself had 
been timid, he could have avoided 
Calvary simply by keeping quiet 
and leaving the country. 
He Died lor Oir Sins 

All such reasons it is the busi- 
ness of history to ferret out, and 
it is of some importance to know 
them. But the other question is 
not so taay. No historian, as a 
historian, e»n see it Only the eye 
of faith, (which may indeed be- 
long to historians too) can see the 
great pattern into which this dread- 
ful event fits, this dreadful event of 
the death by torture of the best 
person who ever walked this earth. 
We could not have guessed it. We 
need God's Word to tell us what 
it means. What purpose did God 
have in mind? What was Jesus' 
own intention? We know what 
Jesus said the night before, to his 
disciples as he gave them the 
cup: This, he said, was the cup 
of the New Covenant, "in my 
blood," poured out "for you." We 
know what he had said months 
before (Mark 10:45). that he came 
to "give his life a ransom for 
many." Now the Bible tells of a 
Christ who was totally, from his 
soul's core, at one with God the 
Father. What Christ intended, God 
intended. Christ's death was for 
a purpose which God had had (as 
the Bible expresses it) from be- 
fore the foundation of the world. 
It was not for his own sake, it 
was for the sake of his friends. 
Even more, it was for many who 
were not his friends "While we 
were yet sinners. Christ died for 
us." Paul says (Rom. 5:8). "He 
is the expiation for our sins, and 
not for ours only, but for the sins 
of the whole world," John says 
il John 2:2). 

Cow Can This Be? 

' Many people fight shy of this 
great truth. Sometimes they are 
slow to believe it just because it 
seems too much to believe. Here I 
am, a single human being on a 
small planet. Would the- Creator 
of the Universe actually go— not 
to trouble only, but to agony and 
defeat, for my sake? Well, if a 
person thinks that way, we must 
admit to him that it is indeed a 
miracle, the greatest conceivable. 
Eut there is another reason why 
people are shy ahnut believing that 
Christ could have died for our sins, 
for anybody's sin. How can one 
man's suffering atone for another 
man's sins? There are two answers 
to that, which are part oi one an- 
swer. One is that Christ was not

We looked the herd over and I commented about how good 
the body condition of the milking cows was, as well as the re- 
placement heifers. I asked how many heifers he had coming on 
and Mr. O'Bryan said, "We now have 32. and I am afraid we have 
too many as we want to maintain about a 22-cow dairy We've 
kept only heifer calves out of our best cows, but by bringing heifers 
into the milk line at two years of age, and conditioning and rest- 
ing our dry cows for 60 days, we haven't had to have replace- 
ments that we used to need before we went on your Purina 
program."

HOW FARM PONDS HELP 

(This is article number 4 in a 
series on water conservation, is- 
sued by the Kentucky Agricul- 
tural Extension Service in coop- 
eration with the Kentucky Soil 
and Water Resources Commis- 

Conservation of water in the 
headwater areas of small water- 
sheds provides a supply for var- 
ied uses. Retention there also pre- 
vents its flow into the lower 
stream channels where it would 
prove of no value, and might even 
cause floods. Farm ponds help to 
retain and conserve water where 
it falls. 

There are about 140,000 farm 
ponds in Kentucky, and about 
7,500 are built each year. The/ 
store nearly 50 billion gallons of 
water, enough to supply the city 
of Louisville for almost two years. 

But the farmers who build 
these ponds need the water for 
livestock, irrigation, fire protec- 
tion, and for recreational pur- 
poses. 

A cow drinks about 15 gallons 
of water a day, and another 15 
gallons per dairy cow are re- 
quired on many farms for wash- 
ing pails, milkers, milkrooms, etc. 
Many farmers in the state are 
completely dependent upon ponds 



for their supply of stock water. 
During the recent drouth years, 
some of them had to haul water 
for several miles. Others were 
forced to sell their livestock on 
unfavorable markets. Figures 
show that in a drouth year an 
average of 203 farmers in each of 
41 counties found it necessary 
haul water. Even in normal years, 
an average of 65 farmers in each 
of 31 counties did so. Much of 
the water hauled was for house- 
hold or milkroom use. 

Water filterers and chlorination
